Football players are not the only ones 
who have a goal to reach. Christians 
sometimes have to put their heads down 
and make a line plunge through the 
onset of obstacles and_ temptations. 
Living for Christ is not like a game of 
tiddlywinks — slight pressure on one side 
of a playing piece to make a chance 
jump to the scoring cup. Successful 
Christian living is not accomplished by 
an ecstatic leap into glory — though, 
praise the Lord, there are many blessings 
from His gracious hand. 


Living for Christ day by day in the 
Spirit of Christ is to move toward the 
goal of the best kind of living in this 
present time and to the reward and 
commendation in that day when He 
shall say to them who served Him ac- 
ceptably, “Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant.” 


Were there no goal line on a playing 
field there would be no point or purpose 
in the contest, no matter how well the 
players were dressed for the engagement, 
how large the crowds, or how loud the 
bands could play. Were there no chal- 
lenge in Christian living there would 
no spiritual victory. Victory is easier to 
sing about than to strive for, but singing 
helps. “The joy of the Lord is your 
strength,” said Nehemiah to the people 
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becoming re-established in Jerusalem. 

Because it is not unnatural to en- 
counter times when it is easy to complain, 
Paul wrote, “Rejoice evermore,” and 
“In everything give thanks.” There must 
be times when it becomes hard to pray, 
else the Apostle need never have 
written, “Pray without ceasing.” If there 
were not a tendency at times to falter, 
there would never have been recorded 
the instruction to the church at Smyrna, 
“Be faithful unto death, and I will give 
you a crown of life” (Rev. 2:10). To 
the Corinthians it was written, “It is 
required in stewards that a man be found 
faithful.” 

As well as the instructions, the Word 
of God is generous with its promises and 
blessings. One man does not make a 
football team. And one soul does not, 
by himself, assume all the responsibility 
of resisting evil, nor by himself is he 
expected to reach the eternal goal. “He 
is with you and shall be in you,” said 
the Master of the Holy Spirit. “Greater 
is He that is in you than he that is in 
the world,” wrote John in his first Epistle. 

Aimless, purposeless living, without 
the thought of living for Christ, was not 
the kind of religion the Apostle Paul 
had. He wrote to the Philippians, “This 
one thing I do . . . I press toward the 
mark for the prize of the high calling 
of God in Christ Jesus” (3:14). 

“Let . . . as many be perfect be thus 
minded” (verse 15).

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Christ's Last Warning To The Church

Rev. 3:19—“As many as I love, I 
rebuke and chasten: be zealous there- 
fore, and repent.” 


For a lesson setting we use the Scrip- 
tures found in Revelation 3:14-22. These 
Scriptures deal with the writing to the 
last church age, the Laodicean church. 
Of the seven churches mentioned, this 
is the last. These churches, with their 
existing conditions at the time of the 
writing of the Revelation, represented 


the future condition of the church down 
through the age of grace or church age. 
Six of these are history. Today we live 
in the last and in the day when Jesus 
will come for his church to take her home 
with him forever. The word Laodicea 
means world mixers. Very typical of 
the day in which we live. 


Jesus says in verse 15, “I know thy 
works, that thou art neither-cold or hot: 
I would that thou wert cold or hot.” First, 
let us notice that he says, “I know thy 
works.” Do not forget, Jesus knows. 
He knows all about all the churches 
and what we are doing. He knows all 
about the works of the church. He also 
knows that the works signify whether 
we are cold or hot. We may make a 
boast of our righteousness and works 
and all that we do, but HE is the judge, 
and they must measure to His standard. 
What does he require? Cold or hot? We 
know He wants us to be hot for Him. 
Then why do we try to appear hot when 
He knows that we are not, but are luke- 
warm? He said, “I would that thou wert 
cold or hot.” The word cold in the Greek 
also means barely breathing, to wax 
cold. This has a meaning for us. 


There are many in the church today 
who are “barely breathing”, that try to 
appear “hot” for Him. It is like Samson 
of old; he shakes himself, but he wists 
not that the power is departed from him. 
If there is any shaking, they are the 
ones that doit; it is not God. Had the 
members of this church become open 
and flagrant sinners? No! But they were 
lukewarm, and that, God could not 
stand. The word hot means to be liter- 
ally boiling, almost ready to go up in 
steam. The Lord wants us to be hot for 
Him. He said, “Either make the tree 
good and his fruits good, or make the 
tree corrupt and his fruit corrupt.” In 
other words, get on one side or the other. 


Jesus tells them what was wrong with 
them. In verse 16, “So then, because 
thou art lukewarm, and neither cold nor 
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hot, I will spue thee out of my mouth.” 
Some do not believe you can fall from 
grace, but when He spues you out, you 
are out. What then was wrong with 
them? They were lukewarm, straddlers 
of the fence, sitters on the fence, middle- 
of-the-road Christians, flabby, half-heart- 
ed, with no earnestness nor zeal, they 
were half and half, could worship with 
anybody; thev bend to every breeze, 
unstable as water. This condition makes 
God vomit. 


You can shoot through steel but not 
through snow, not because snow is so 
hard, but because it is soft. The most 
difficult man to deal with is the half- 
hearted man. He is like a jellyfish, spine- 
less, no life and no get-up to him, un- 
stable as water. This statement was 
made to Reuben by his father just before 
Jacob went to his great reward. He sat 
on the bedside and called the boys 
around him and began to pronounce 
blessings or failures upon them, and these 
came because of the nature of the boys 
and according to their qualifications. 
Reuben, being the first-born, was the 
first one he talked to. Here is his state- 
ment to him. “Reuben, thou art my first- 
born, my might, and the beginning 
of my strength, the excellency of dignity, 
and the excellency of power: (verse 4) 
Unstable as water, thou shalt not excel.” 
Here is a young man that has many 
wonderful qualifications, but in the end 
his father said, that he could not win. 
“Thou shalt not excel.” This means you 
cannot win. When a man is unstable 
he cannot win. What is it to be as 
unstable as water? Water will fit into 
anything you put it in. If the glass is 
round, it will fit in it; if it is square, it 
will fit in it; if it is flat, water will fit 
in it. To be unstable as water disquali- 
fies a man for the things of God, for the 
word says in James 1:6-8, “But let him 
ask in faith, NOTHING WAVERING. 
For he that wavereth is like the wave 
of the sea driven with the wind and 
tossed. For let not that man think he 
shall receive anything of the Lord. A 
Double minded man is unstable in all 
his ways.” Here is some good Scripture 
that will help us greatly if adhered to. 
God loves us and will help us, but 
there must be some real house cleaning 
right down in our hearts if we are to 


be stable and win in this great fight. 

A minister preaches to three classes or 
rather three groups of people. First, 
it is a thrill to speak to those who are 


on fire. They are receptive and go 
along with you with their amens and 
shouts, and there is victory in the camp. 
Second, there are those who fight back, 
and they make you do your best for 
God. They do not discourage you but 
rather make you dig and you do better 
than you can, when you preach to those 
who fight you. But the third group— 
they are the lukewarm crowd. They 
just yawn and lie back and say, “I’ve 
heard him before,” and prepare to en- 
dure you. Did you ever shake hands 
with a flabby person? It is just like tak- 
ing hold of a cold opposum’s tail. Isn’t 
that a thrill? But of the man on “fire,” 
we say, “We like him for he is full of 
fire,” or “we like her for she is full of 
life”, but whoever said, “I like her for 
she is flabby and like a wet towel’? Let 
us get some life about us and be enthused 
over our salvation and we can impress 
others. 


Jesus says (verse 15)—“I would thou 
wert cold or hot.” In Matthew 12:33, 


' He again says, “Either make the tree 


good, and his fruit good; or else make 
the tree corrupt, and his fruit corrupt: 
For the tree is known by his fruit.” We 
need to be careful how we judge others; 
but we can be fruit inspectors. Our boast- 
ing may be great, our noise loud, we 
may parade our sanctification; but after 
all, we are only known by our fruit. You 
may have a good family tree, and have 
lots of leaves, which represent man-made 
righteousness; The leaves are for the tree, 
and not for the Master. He looks only for 
fruit, but remember, when He comes 
He will not look at your leaves, but will 
look under the leaves for the fruit. Then 
it is important that we have a real ex- 
perience and real salvation if we are to 
have His approval. 


Now we will notice what they thought 
of themselves (verse 17) “Because thou 
sayest, I am rich, and increased with 
goods, and have need of nothing.” It is 
surprising sometimes the opinion some 
folks have of themselves, especially when 
they have so. little to offer the 
world in the way of heavenly blessings. 
Their boast was not in the things of 
God, but in their own achievements, 
their own accomplishments. “Look what 
J have.” That is a pitiful testimony when 
all you have is leaves. The early disciples 
said, “silver and gold have we none,” 
but such as we have.’ Hear what they say 
--“Such as we have.” They had the medi- 
cine that would heal the sick man, heal 
the sin-sick world, give life and that 
real life from God. That is our business 
today, not to see how rich we can be 
or how much goods we can store away, 
and to get so much that we say we have 
need of nothing, and get so we boast in 
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our own ability to store up, rather than 
to have what it takes to heal this sin- 
blighted world. The Bible says, “Every 
way of a man is right in his own eyes.” 
It is a very bad state to be in when one 
becomes self-satisfied. This was the con- 
dition of the church of the Laodiceans. 
In Luke 12:15, Jesus says, “Take heed, 
and beware of coveteousness: for a man’s 
life consisteth not in the abundance of 
the things which he possesseth.” The last 
of the ten commandments is the one 
against coveting. This is and was such 
a terrible thing that God placed his 
disapproval on it by placing it among 
the ten commandments. It is just as sin- 


ful as lying, blaspheming, adultery and. 


others. When you form your opinions 
of yourselves, do so by the Word of God. 
Live to His standard and He will bless 
you for it. 


Now it is one thing to have thoughts 
of ourselves, but it is quite another to 
know just what the Lord thinks of us. 
So He told this church what he thought 
of them. In the rest of verse 17 He says, 
“And knowest not that thou are wretch- 
ed, and miserable, and poor, and blind, 
and naked.” In Genesis 2:25, it says, 
“And they were both naked, the man and 
his wife, and were not ashamed.” Later 
(Genesis 3:11) God asked Adam a 
question, “Who told thee that thou 
wast naked?” Now here is a peculiar 
thing. In the beginning they found out 
that they were naked and they covered 
themselves. In the end of time they are 
still trying to cover themselves, but 
God says, “Thou art naked.” Friends, 
there is only one covering and God pro- 
vides that, and if we do not have that, 
regardless of how much we do and how 
much we wear of literal clothing and 
man-made righteousness, we are naked 


in the eyes of God. 


Our opinions and God’s may differ 
quite a bit sometimes, especially when 
it comes to opinions of ourselves. It is 
terribly jarring at times for us to face 
facts about ourselves. But this is the 
first step towards a new life. They said 
what they were, but Jesus said they 
were something else. He is right. Now 
let us face facts. We are not likely to 
call a doctor until we find out we are 
sick. We must realize we are lost before 
we want to be saved. The prodigal son 
faced facts, then he turned home. How 
can lukewarm water be brought to a 
boiling point? Not by pouring it from 
one vessel to another. I have never 
seen water yet you could not’make boil 
if you get enough fire under it. How are 
you going to get some Christians on 
fire? Not by going from one church to 
another. After all, it does not hurt to 
change the label on an empty bottle.

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The Heresy of Praxeas Refuted

In the concluding paragraph of the 
article on the heresy of Praxeas in the 
last issue it was statcd that the heresy 
was founded upon Scripture, and that 
in a succeeding article we would con- 
sider the Scriptures upon which Praxeas 
based his heresy, and at the same time 
endeavor to explain those Scriptures in 
the light of other passages that assert 
or imply that the Father and the Son 
are not identical in person. To that task 
we now apply ourselves. 


Praxeas lived and died many centuries 
ago. And, as we have seen, he was led 
to renounce his heresy; and, while some 
have said that he returned to it again, | 
have found no evidence in the writings 
of the Fathers to justify me in so be- 
lieving. I like to believe that Praxeas, 
being once convinced of his error, per- 
manently renounced it and died in the 
orthodox fold. That his heresy, at the 
time he held it, and even afterwards, was 
assailed by able writers, and all his argu- 
ments ably answered, and _ successfully 
refuted, there can be no question. Why, 
then, some one may be asking, attempt 
to refute them now? Praxeas is dead, 
and his followers are dead, and no book 
or pamphlet he wrote, or sermon he 
preached, has survived. Why make an 
effort to refute his arguments today? 


The answer to this inquiry is simple. 
We make the attempt for the reason that 
while Praxeas is dead, and has been dead 
for centuries, his heresy did not die with 
him. Many years ago somebody brought 
some dandelion seed to America. He was 
fond of greens, and wanted to raise some 
in his garden. He raised some, and the 
seed got scattered, and now the whole 
country is infested with a plague that 
all of us, working together, cannot pos- 
sibly get rid of. The man who brought 
the seed is dead, and he may have wish- 
ed a long time before he died that he 
had never brought it; he may have re- 
pented bitterly, but the result of what 
he had done was still with him and 
has remained with us, and _ seems 
likely to continue to remain. So it has 
ever been with the seeds of heresy. 
Praxeas died, after he had renounced 
his heresy, and his followers of that 
generation died, but the heresy lived on; 
and in every generation from that time 
to this it has cropped out. And Praxeas 
has many followers today. They believe 
exactly what Praxeas believed, and make 
use of the identical Scriptures Praxeas 
made use of to support their belief. So 
this effort to refute the heresy of Praxeas. 
it will be seen, is a practical effort. 


We have seen that the heresy of Prax- 


eas consisted in believing and teaching: 
that the Father and the Son are identical» 
in personality, that the Father was and | 


is the Son, and that the Son was and is | 


the Father; in other words, it consisted J) 


in a denial of the Trinity, tor a conten-_ 
tion that the Father and Son are identi- | 


cal involves also a denial of the person- 
ality of the Holy Spirit, the conclusion 


being that in the Godhead there is but | 
One Person, that Person being sometimes 
spoken oi as the Father, sometimes as the J 


Y 


Son, and sometimes as the Holy Spirit. 


And here are the outstanding passages of 


Scripture upon which this doctrine is | 


based: 


“Hear, O Israel: The Lord our God is | 
one Lord” (Deut. 6:4). And we are re-— 


minded that our Lord, when He was 


here in the flesh, confirmed the truth ~ 


of this Scripture, for when one of the 
scribes asked Him, “Which is the first 
commandment of all?” he replied by 
saying, “The first of all the command- 


ments is, Hear, O Israel; the Lord our © 


God is one Lord: and thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy mind, 
and with all thy strength: this is the first 
commandment’ (Mark 12:29). This, 
we are assured, ought to settle the 
matter. Both passages, one in the Old 
Testament and the other in the New 
Testament, the one in the New Testa- 
ment confirming the truth of the one in 


the Old Testament, assert that there are | 


not three but only one in the Godhead. 
And so it may appear to the superficial 
reader of God’s Word, the reader who 


fails to see that in order that we may 


ascertain what the Bible teaches on any 
given subject we must study all the 
passages that relate to that subject 
and compare passage with passage. 

“I and my Father are one” (John 
10:30). 


“If ye had known me, ye should have 
known my Father also: and from hence- 
forth ye know Him, and have seen Him. 
Philip saith unto Him, Lord, show us 
the Father, and it sufficeth us. Jesus 
saith unto him, Have I been so long 
time with you, and yet hast thou not 
known me, Philip? he that hath seen 
Me hath seen the Father; and how sayest 
thou then, show us the Father?” (John 
14:7-9). ~ 


In these passages quoted from John’s 
Gospel, it is asserted that our Lord Him- 
self so identified Himself with the Father 
that there can be no question about the 
fact that the Father is the Son and the 
Son is the Father, there being no dif- 
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ference whatsoever in personality, Jesus 
having plainly said, “I and my Father 
are one,’ and having said to Philip, one 
of the twelve disciples, “He that hath 
seen Me hath seen the Father.” 


Perhaps before endeavoring to ex- 
plain just what Jesus meant by thus 
identitying Himself with the Father it 
would be well to look at two or three 
passages in which this word one, or the 
Greek word so rendered, is found. 


It is the word that Jesus used, for 
instance, in His great intercessory pray- 
er, when He prayed thus: “Neither pray 
1 for these alone, but for them 
also which shall believe on me 
through their word: that they all 
may be one; as Thou, Father, art in me, 
and I in Thee, that they also may be 
one in us (mark that He said in us; 
whom could he have meant by us?): 
that the world may believe that Thou 
hast sent me. And the glory Thou 
gavest me I have given them; that they 
may be one, even as we (and whom did 
He mean by we?) are one: I in them, 
and Thou in me, that they may be made 

erfect in one; and that the world may 
cnow that Thou hast sent me, and hast 
loved them, as Thou hast loved me” 
(John 17:20-23). Will anybody be so 
foolish as to even suggest that what 
Jesus meant was that it was His desire 
and purpose that the disciples, and all 
who might become disciples through 
their testimony, should lose their personal 
identity, and that in the ideal state to- 
ward which He was looking and for the 
coming to pass of which He was offer- 
ing this prayer, there would be just one 
single disciple, all the disciples having 
been merged into one? Surely nobody 
will give evidence of such outstanding 
folly. 

Take another passage in which the 
word occurs. “I have planted, Apollos 
watered; but God gave the increase. 
So then neither is he that planteth 
anything, neither he that watereth; but 
God that giveth the increase. Now he that 
planteth and he that watereth are one: 
and every man shall receive his own re- 
ward according to his own labour” (1 
Cor. 3:6-8). Mark the fact that Paul as- 
serted that he and Apollos were one. 
He had planted. Anollos had watered, 
and we read, “He that planteth and he 
that watereth are on2. Do we under- 
stand that Paul's versonality was merged 
into that of Anollos, or that the person- 
ality of Apollos was merged into that 
of Paul, or that the two ceased to exist 
as separate personalities and that a new 
person made out of the two appeared 
upon the scene? Nobody is going to be 
so foolish as to make such an absurd sug- 
gestion. 

Take still another passage. “For as the 
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body is one, and hath many members, 
and all the members of that one body, 
being many, are one body: so also is 
Christ. For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body, whether we be 
Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond 
or free; and have been all made to drink 
into one Spirit” (1 Cor. 12:12,18). Read 
also the verses that follow, down to and 
including verse 20. 


It will be observed that it is asserted 
that there is but one body, but that in 
that one body there are many members, 
each member of the body of Christ 
being a separate personality, but all 
together constituting the body. When 
each member of the body is a perfect 
member, the body as a whole is a perfect 
body, and functions perfectly. It was for 
this that Jesus prayed when He asked 
that “they all may be one, as Thou, 
Father, art in me, and I in Thee: that 
they also may be one in us, that the 
world may believe that Thou hast sent 
me.” That prayer has not been answered 
yet, but it will be answered some day, 
and the church will be one, and one in 
the same sense in which the Father and 
the Son are one, not one personality, 
for we are to retain our separate person- 
alities through all eternity, but one in 
character, in purpose, in aim, in aspira- 
tion, in effort,—one perfect body made 
up of many perfect personalities, just 
as the Godhead is one perfect God, in 
which are three distinct persons of the 
same essence and nature, and united in 
perfect harmony; namely, Father, Son 


and Holy Spirit. 


I call attention to one more passage. 
“Yor He is our peace, who hath made 
both ong, and hath broken down the 
middle wall of partition between us; hav- 
ing abolished in His flesh the enmity, 
even the law of commandments contain- 
ed in ordinances: for to make in Him- 
self of twain one new man, so making 
peace; and that He might reconcile both 
unto God in one body by the cross, hav- 
ing slain the enmity thereby: and came 
and preached peace to you which were 
afar off, and to them that were nigh. 
For through Him we both have access 
by one Spirit unto the Father” (Eph. 
2:14-18). Here the reference is to the 
union of Jews and Gentiles, between 
whom there had been a “middle wall 
of partition” that had made their union 
into one body impossible. That “middle 
wall of partition” our Lord had broken 
down, and now their union had been 
rendered a possibility, and in Christ 
had become an actual reality, an estab- 
lished fact. The union of these two into 
one body, the church, was a revelation 
that was made to Paul and which he 
tells us “in other ages was not made 
known unto the sons of men, as it is 


now revealed unto His holy apostles and 
prophets by the Spirit.” But, while the 
two classes, Jews and Gentiles, were 
made one in the body of Christ, so that 
in one sense of the word Paul could say 
that there is now “neither Jew nor 
Greek, there is neither bond nor free, 
there is neither male nor female: for 
ye are all one in Christ Jesus” (Gal. 3:28), 
we are certainly not to understanad that 
the converted Jews ceased to be Jews 
and became Gentiles, or that the Gen- 
tiles ceased to be Gentiles and became 
Jews. Jews were still Jews and Gentiles, 
still Gentiles, but as Jews and Gentiles 
they had been merged into one body, so 
that the differences that had separated 
them, and had created enmity between 
them, no longer existed. They were 
now “all one in Christ Jesus.” The 
“twain” through the regenerating grace 
of God, and the power of the Holy 
Spirit, had been merged into “one new 
man,” but that “one new man,” like the 
body of Christ, was composed of many 
members, and every member was a sep- 
arate personality, and was individually 
responsible to God. 


These passages will help us to see that 
the Greek word heis or hen (sometimes 
we find it in one form and sometimes 
in another), and which is the word 
rendered “one” in the passages we have 
cited, does not always mean what some 
have very foolishly tried, but tried in 
vain, to make it mean. A single unit may 
be comprised of several parts, and each 
of the parts may be complete in itself; 
a single congregation may be comprised 
of numerous members, and is so com- 
prised or it would not be a congregation. 
A nation, or race of men, may be a unit, 
but comprised of a large number of 
individuals, each complete in himself 
or herself. In fact, a nation or race must 
be so comprised; otherwise it would 
not be a nation or a race. The account 
we have in Genesis of the creation of 
the first man, and of how God caused 
a deep sleep to fall upon Adam and took 
one of his ribs, and out of it builded a 
woman and brought her to the man He 
had made is a very interesting nar- 
rative, and is the only sane account that 
has been afforded anywhere of the 
“origin of the species.”

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Gospel Work in Spain 


by John Lindvall 


Spain today presents one of the 
greatest challenges to the Christian 
church. Since the Spanish civil war, 
the hearts of the people, seemingly, 
are more responsive to the gospel mes- 
sage than ever before. Therefore, now 
is the time when we must enter in to 
reap the harvest. At the present there 
is no liberty for the gospel as we know 
liberty in America. There is no public 
preaching of the gospel. However, in 
most places there is tolerance. Christians 
may gather in their private services, 
where they have perfect liberty. This 
is especially true in the larger cities. 
In the eight years since’ our church in 
Madrid received their permit to con- 
duct private services they have never 
been molested. The result is that the 
assembly has grown until the hall in 
which they worship is far too small. 

It is impossible to send foreign 
missionaries into Spain or to engage in 
missionary work as we do in other 
lands. Nevertheless the opportunities for 
gospel work are tremendous. Spanish 
nationals who are Christians in other 
lands, such as the Latin American 
countries, can return to Spain to bring 
the gospel to their people. This is being 
done by some of our own Pentecostal 
brethren. And our young men in our 
churches in Spain can be trained to 
go out to establish local groups of 
believers, and thus plant the seeds for 
future churches throughout Spain. With 
its 26 million people, Spain has less than 
200 Protestant churches and groups of 
every denomination, sect, and cult. They 
number less than 25,000 people. 


I was thrilled as I visited Christian 
groups in Spain, sensing everywhere 
that the day for evangelical expansion 
in that country is here. Growth in the 
number of churches as well as the 
numbers of members in all Protestant 
groups has been great, almost reaching 
the proportion of a revival. 

It was Brother Martin Wallsten who 
first took the Pentecostal message to 
Spain. They began to seek for the 
Holy Spirit, and numbers were filled. 
It was not until 1930, however, that 
Brother Rodrigues, the present pastor in 
Madrid, received his baptism. While 
alone in a room praying, the nower of 
God descended upon him and he began 
to speak with other tongues. 

In 1928 Brother Sven Johanson, mission-- 
ary from the Filadelfia church in Jonk- 
oping, began a work in Madrid. He did 
much to encourage Brother Rodriguez, 
who wanted to return to secular work. 
Brother Johanson asked him whether 
there were many shoemakers in Spain, 


the trade Brother Rodriguez followed. | 
“Yes, a great many everywhere, was‘ 


the answer. “Are there many gospel 
preachers in Spain?” “No, hardly any. 
He was encouraged to endure the per- 


secution, the hardships, the sufferings, | 
and to go forth and preach the gospel. — 
During those years in Madrid the work |

was very slow and difficult. . . 


little work grew until there were 35 9 


to 40 members before the war. Then 
the civil war came to Spain. The Com- 


munists and Socialists took the hall for — r 


their own purposes. The little assembly 
was scattered, some died, and many 
left Madrid for other parts of Spain. 


After the storm had passed, in May | 


1939, the hall was without windows, 
and all seats and furniture were gone. 
After applying for a new. permit to 


conduct services, they waited a whole . 


year to receive it. When ready to begin 
services, they had no money for seats, 
platform, glass for the windows, or for 
other necessary things. It was a very 
difficult time, for all the poor Spanish 
people. War, the hot breath of hell, had 
left its devastation upon Madrid. 


Brother Rodrigues was almost alone, 
but he prayed. Feeling it time to re- 
open the church, one night in. desper- 
ation he cried out to God until 2:00 
in the morning. He walked up and down 
in the little hall asking God for some- 
thing definite. He opened his Bible to 
Isaiah 7:11 — “Ask thee a sign of the 
Lord thy God.” With that assurance, 
peace came to his heart as he left the 
need in the hand of God. Early the 
next morning, a knock came at the 
door. A man said, “I want to talk to you. 
Do you know why I have come?” Bro- 
ther Rodriguez answered, “No.” The man 
continued, “The Lord spoke to me in 
the night. The Lord told me you have 
some needs. I have some money that 
I must give to you.” It was a substantial 
amount, exactly the amount to furnish 
the hall with glass for the windows, 
with seats and a platform. 

It was in the spring of 1942 that the 
services began. There. were only 12 
believers. After the first service, a sister 
came to Brother Rodriguez. asking, “Do 
you know what day this is?” He said, 
“No.” During the war he had forgotten 
to keep track of religious days. She 
said, “Today is the day of Pentecost.” 

Since 1940 the Madrid Assembly has 
enjoyed a continual growth. Over 120 
people have been baptized in water; 
over 100 are members of the church 
today. They can have no open public 
services nor signs or publicity whatever,

Thanksgiving

“Be ye thankful.” - (Col. 3;15) 

“Enter into His gates with thanks- 
giving.” - (Pslam 100:4) 

Robert Louis Stevenson once said, 
“The man who has forgotten to be 
thankful has fallen asleep in life.” There 
is nothing quite like a thankful heart, a 
condition of being. This is vastly dif- 
ferent from the studied effort to express 
emotions however appropriate. This is 
the only reasonable attitude for depend- 
ent creatures before the Giver of “life, 
and breath, and all things.” 

A young mother and her little son 
were walking down the street. In front 
of a church, they met an old friend of 
the family. Stooping to admire the 
child, the man took a nickel from his 
pocket and gave it to the boy.The little 
face lit up and his eyes sparkled with 
evident katte. but the little man was 
inarticulate. “Say thank you to the nice 
man,” protested his mother. But her in- 
sistence served only to tighten his grip 
on the nickel and erase from his counten- 
ance the silent evidence of appreciation. 
In this well favored land millions will 
soon gather about the bounteous Thanks- 
giving spread. In many hearts, young and 
old, there will be an awakened sense of 
thanksgiving. Yet this pent-up emotion 
will not find expression. Grownups who 
are never caught short on the niceties of 
polite society will be as inarticulate in the 
age of the Author of life as was the 
ittle lad with the shiny nickel. Perhaps 
you are one that is dumb when religious 
expression seems the appropriate thing. 
If so, please remember that “God look- 
eth on the heart.” After all, expression 
is not the whole of gratitude. 

Psalm 100 has been called the Jubilate 
Psalm. In this spiritual song we are 
exhorted to public praise and thanks- 
giving. Within the gates of our places 
of worship we should enter and offer 
the praise of our lips. This, of course, 
has no application to our national holi- 
day. But would it not be well at this 
season to remind ourselves and others 
of the shifting emphasis from spiritual to 
temporal good, a tendency that is reflect- 
ed throughout this good land. When the 
“gates” and “courts” of the Lord are for- 
saken and the high purpose of national 
thanksgiving is prostituted to an occasion 
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for carnal feasting, there is genuine cause 
for alarm. 

Union Thanksgiving services are the 
vogue in our day, and to many this is 
hailed as an evidence of growing toler- 
ance and unity, but I fear it is an evi- 
dence of the “falling away.” I can find 
no satisfaction in contemplating that on 
this national holiday all the churches of a 
great city can get together in a church 
that was built to house a single congre- 
gation. It is a spiritual disgrace that only 
a comparative few will take the time 
away from carnal delights to linger in 
the house of God that through the spirit- 
ual exercise of thanksgiving and heart 
worship they might be enriched with 
soul prosperity. Without any thought of 
sectarian self-sufficiency but solely in the 
interests of our fellowship and its con- 
tribution to the work of the kingdom, I 
am inclined to believe that every one 
of our churches should have its own 
Thanksgiving service and, through in- 
tensive a anon make it one of the 
outstanding services of the entire year. 

There is a deep mysterious fullness 
that will be experienced by those who 
press down from the surface into the rich 
verities of spiritual experience. The bless- 
ed Holy Spirit has a way of leading a 
soul out beyond its depth into the full- 
ness of God, where prayer and praise 
take on a character that is simply out of 
this world. It is evident the “praying in 
the Spirit and singing in the Spirit” were 
common in Paul’s day. This wonderful 
moving of God was also quite general 
in the early days of the Latter Rain re- 
vival. Whole congregations were some- 
times heard to sing in sweet accord with 
both words and music given by the 
Spirit. 

Surely this is no time to give in to pre- 
vailing apathy or to allow our interest 
in the house of God to wane. Rather 
as the shadows of the end-time thicken, 
let us take a fresh hold on things eternal. 
We will be genuinely thankful and give 
suitable expression in the courts of the 
Lord if we continue to live in the Spirit. 

In closing, may I wish you a full spread 
on this historic day, along with a new 
and further excursion into the realm of 
spiritual revelation.

Speed — The — Light 


Speed—The—Light is exactly what 
its name implies — a project to 
hasten the spread of the gospel. Through 
it the youth of the Assemblies of God, 
the Christ’s Ambassadors, have liter- 
ally put wheels and wings on their 
missionary vision. Since 1945 the C. A.’s 
have given over $350,000 to Speed-the- 
Light. Some have gone for cars and 
trucks, for boats and planes, some for 
printing equipment, and some for radio 
and recording equipment. 

The money has come from all kinds 
of people in all kinds of places. School- 
girls and housewives, farmers and_ pro- 
fessional men, G. I.’s and ministerial 
students— the thousands of young peo- 
ple who make up our Assemblies of God 
youth are the investers in Speed-the- 
Light. There have been single gifts of 
a thousand dollars, and gifts of a few 
cents—but all follow the same channels 
and go for the same cause. 


All offerings are sent to the Foreign 
Missions Department for disbursement 
into main branches of Speed-the-Light: 
transportation equipment, radio and re- 
cording equipment, and printing equip- 
ment. All types of vehicles, whether land, 
water, or air borne (a few animals 
have qualified); printing equipment, 
particularly presses; and both producing 
and receiving radio equipment consti- 
tute the range of Speed-the-Light. These 
limits have been set so the project will 
remain Speed-the-Light and not become 
a general missionary supply project. 
Items like the C-46 missionary cargo 
plane, the radio transcription equipment 
in Springfield, as. well as the trans- 
mitter of FEBC at Manila, show how 
broad the scope is, even within the 
bounds of Speed-the-Light. 

Offerings for Speed-the-Light may be 
sent to the District C. A. treasurer, who

Now, however, districts are rated both 
on the total amount and on per-member 
giving. Results appear monthly in the 
C. A. Herald, and awards are made to 
honor groups and to the highest dis- 
tricts. 

In order to receive credit, groups 
should include the following informa- 
tion when making remittances: name 
of church, number of C. A.’s in group, 
and total giving since the first of the 
year. 

Missionary credit is given for all 
Speed-the-Light contributions. Local 
groups or churches may receive mission- 
‘ary credit for Speed-the-Light offerings 
sent through our District C. A. treas- 
urer by reporting the amount to the 
Foreign missions Department.

This is what the Lord was referring 
to when he said, “Except ye become 
converted, and become as little children, 
ye shall not enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.”

Sin is naked flesh mani- 
fested, such as lying, stealing, anger, 
malice, murder, blasphemy, etc. All 
this is “flesh” having its way, and it spots 
the garment of His righteousness. Jesus 
says in Revelation 16:15, “Behold, I 
come as a thief. Blessed is he that watch- 
eth, and keepeth his garments, lest he 


walk naked and they see his shame.” 


Here it is again. This was the thing 
wrong with the Laodicean church. All 
that they had, however beautiful in 
their own eyes, it was nothing but “na- 
ked flesh” or their “shame” being shown 
to the world. His exhortation is, “Blessed 
is he that keepeth his garments.”

-do not care how much they mess up 


their lives, but there is a good reward 
for the overcomer. If you do not watch 
and keep, no one will do it for you.

Our Pan American plane left Mills 
Field August 23 and arrived in Honolulu 
the evening of the same day. We visited, 
preached, and testified to friends and 
relatives in the city of Honolulu. We 
visited Brother Eldon Vincent’s church 
in Honolulu.

. was confirmed by our Lord when He 
was here in the flesh. When the Phari- 
sees, tempting Him, asked the question, 
“Ts it lawful for a man to put away his 
wife for every cause?” He said, “Have 
ye not read that He which made them 
at the beginning made them male and 
female, and said, for this cause shall a 
man leave father and mother, and shall 
cleave to his wife: and they twain shall 
be one flesh? Wherefore they are no 
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more twain, but one flesh. What there- 
fore God hath joined together, let not 
man put asunder” (Matt. 19:4-6). When 
our Lord said, “They are no more twain, 
but one flesh,” is it possible that He 
meant that the woman ceased to be a 
separate personality, being so completely 
merged into the man that she ceased to 
exist apart from him? Somebody says 
it is sheer folly to ask the question. 
And he is right. The only reason I am 
asking it is that it may be seen how 


absurd it is to conclude that the Father 


is the Son and the Son is the Father 
simply because Jesus said, “I and my 
Father are one,” and because He said 
also, “He that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father.” If it can be said that hus- 


band and wife are one, while they con- , 


tinue to be “twain,” why may it not be =| 


said that the Father and Son are One 
while they continue to be two person- 
alities? 


Our space is gone, and we have only 
glanced at these leading passages upon 
which Praxeas based his heresy, and 
upon which the followers of Praxeas in~ 
these closing days of this church age 
base theirs, for theirs was his, and his is 
theirs. In the next article on the general 
theme of our trinitarian doctrine, after 
having considered what Jesus meant 
when He said, “I and my Father are 
one,” and ‘He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father,” we shall look at some 
outstanding passages that set forth the 
doctrine of trinitarianism in such a 
clear and convincing manner that one 
may well wonder how any person who 
professes to believe the Word of God, 
accepting it as a final authority, could 
ever have been tempted to deny it, or 
call it into qusetion. 


I repeat here that because trinitarian- 
ism cannot be explained for the reason 
that it cannot be understood by the 
natural mind is no reason why it should 
be denied or questioned. I received to- 
day a letter from a distinguished surgeon 
who is a specialist of international repu- 
tation in his particular field, and who 
is widley known as a writer of repute, 
aud in it he says, “I long since have 
ceased to deny anything just because’ 
I cannot understand it.” The real truth 
is that the most of the things the most of 
us believe we do not understand. Never- 
theless we believe them.

but within their hall they enjoy perfect 
freedom. Often strangers come into 
the service. More often friends are 
brought into the assembly. Oftentimes 
the entrance hallway is crowded. The 
hall is far too small, and they are pray- 
ing for a larger place of worship. 

The story of some Assemblies of God 
people in Spain is a thrilling one. I 
met Brother and Sister Roman Perruc 
in the city of La Corona, Galacia. Almost 
20 years ago they found Christ in a 
revival in Manhattan. He was a tailor 
with a fine business in New York City. 
After they were saved they went to 
Cuba, as Brother Perruc is a Cuban 
citizen. They visited Spain several times, 
but it was not until two years ago that 
they finally made plans to return to 
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Spain to help bring the gospel to this 
needy land. At first they were unable 
to move to Spain because of his 
Cuban citizenship. But Mrs. Perruc 
retains her Spanish citizenship; so in 
January 1947 they returned to La Cor- 
ona. In February, 12 people attended 
the first service, which was held in their 
own home. Since that time they have 
had_ services almost every night. A 
number have been baptized in water, 
and there are about 12 more to be 
baptized. They count about 30 believers 
in the assembly at present. The front 
room of their home is often jammed with 
45 to 50 people, and the two adjoining 
bedrooms and hallway are often filled 
with people. Among those converted 
are several fine men, one a policeman, 
together with his family. About a year 
ago a retired army captain accepted 
the Lord and is one of the leading men 
in the assembly. The need in La Corona 
is for a larger hall. 


Brother and Sister Lamas, both li- 
censed preachers with the Assemblies 
of God in Cuba, are in La Corona 
helping in the work. Brother and Sister 
Perruc desire to go to Barcelona to help 
Brother and Sister Porcel to establish 
a church there, where there is a small 
group of about 15 Pentecostal believers, 
who gather together every week. 


At present we have only these three 
couples in Spain. We know of several 
Spanish brethren who desire to return 
to Spain and who are in a position to 
do so because they are Spanish citizens. 
Those with whom I spoke seem to feel 
that more fredom will come and with 
it a revival in Spain. We must help 
in every way we possibly can to bring 
the gospel to Spain. 


The Spanish people were formerly a 
happy, care-free, and singing people. 
Their climate, much like that of Cali- 
fornia, is very pleasant for the most 
part. But today we do not find so much 
of the singing that formerly character- 
ized the people. People of Spain seem 
to be more hungry than ever for the 
gospel message. The door is not closed; 
so let us take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity and help Spain.

Army Opening New Drive 
On Social Disease 

The army is campaigning against ven- 
ereal diseases, emphasizing to the troops:

Secretary of the Army Royall, ordered 
all commanders to stress the “moral and 
spiritual values against promiscuity and 
veneral disease.” The program is labeled

Lindbergh Says We Must Seek God 


Charles A. Lindbergh has written a 
brief tract for the times. “Of Flight and 
Life” is a sermon against scientific ma- 
terialism and a warning for mankind to 
return to God. 

Three times in his life, Lindbergh says, 
he felt an overwhelming desire to “com- 
municate belief to others.” 

The first was when, as a young man, 
he “became convinced that man had a 
great destiny in the air” and that America 
“should lead the world in the develop- 
ment of flight.” 

The second was in Europe when he 
“saw our western peoples turning their 
resources into bombing planes for war.” 

The third time “is at this moment— 
1948”, a year that finds us in the grip 
of “scientific materialism, caught in a 
vicious cycle where our security seems 
to depend on regimentation and weapons 
which will ruin us tomorrow.” 

Some Lindberghisms which reflect the 
tone of the book as a whole: 

— “Hiroshima was as far from the inten- 
tion of the pure scientists as the Inquis- 
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ition was from the Sermon on_ the 
Mount.” 
— “If his civilization is to continue, 
modern man must direct the material 
power of his science by the spiritual 
truths of his God.” 
— “Discovering, complicating, theorizing, 
quarreling, (scientific man) approaches 
the terrible devastation of an atomic- 
biologic war--as though God had set a 
final limit to his sins.” 
The way out is a return to religion: 
“There is no materialistic solution, no 
political formula which alone can save

Cigaret Consumption Sets 
New U. S. Record 


Americans smoked  345,000,000,000 
cigarets during the year ended June 30 
—another new record. 

This was the equivalent of about 121 
packs for every man, woman and child. 
But inasmuch as many persons do not 
smoke, the number used by smokers 
averaged much higher than that. How 
much, no one knows. 


Son Francisco Has Most Drunkards 


District Attorney Edmund G. Brown 
reported that San Francisco has more 
drunks than any other city in the nation 
and her authorities are archaic and back- 
ward in treating them. 

46,415 persons were charged with 
drunkenness in 1947, 96 per cent of 
whom were released. The figure gave 
San Francisco a drunk rate of 6,230 per 
100,000 population, compared to 5,103 
for Los Angeles and 170 for New York 
City. 

Daly said the difference in the rate be- 
tween San Francisco and New York 
was due to the way drunks were handled 
in the two cities. Where New York 
hospitalized and treated the drunks, San 
Francisco jailed them. 

Hot Air 

A, secret war engine, whose power is 
hot air, was developed in Holland during 
the German occupation, and now Amer- 
ican and British military authorities are 
working on it. The engine gives one 
horsepower per 10 pounds and is said to 
be more efficient than gasoline or steam. 
It equals a diesel at top performance. 
Advantages claimed for this type of 
engine are long wear, no carbon, no 
valves. 

X-Ray Movies 

Dr. John W. Coltman, 32-year-old 
physicist of New York has developed 
an X-Ray telescope which promises to 
give doctors living movies revealing 
scores of things about the human body 


unknown before. It can make X-Ray | 
images, according to Westinghouse re-- 
search scientists, on a fluorescent screen 
500 times brighter than those taken by 
the ordinary X-Ray. It is predicted that | 
the bright pictures would make mass , 
surveys for cancer feasible and that 
doctors soon may look inside every | 
patient in hospitals to help learn what 
is wrong. 


670 f..PH Jet Fighters | 

In a recent announcement it was re- | 
vealed that a new world speed record 
of 670.98 miles an hour was made with- | 
a fully armed standard jet fighter plane, — 
the North American F86. It was the | 
first world speed mark in history for a | 
production model aircraft ready to fight.

More Speed | 

It is revealed that there is a project — 
which is seeking to design an airplane — 
which will fly 2000 miles an hour at a 
height of 40 to 60 miles. The project, still — 
in the design stage, is the X3 of the — 
Douglas Aircraft Corporation. The speed ~ 
sought would be three times that of 
sound. 


No Atomic Defense 

There is no practical defense against _ 
radioactivity of the atomic bomb, warns _ 
an army doctor who witnessed the 
Bikini tests two years ago. In his book 
No Place To Hide, Dr. David Bradley, 
San Francisco, radiological safety officer _ 
with Operation Crossroads, says that the 
test convinces him the survival of the 
human race is at stake “in the indiscrim- 
inate use of atomic energy for political 
coercion.” From the test, Dr. Bradley says 
he learned: “That the devastating influ- 
ence of the bomb and its unborn rela- 
tives may affect the land and its wealth 
for centuries through the persistence of 
radioactivity, and the people for gener- 
ations through the persistence of adverse 
changes in the mechanisms of heredity.” 


Less Illiteracy 

The Federal Census Bureau’s report 
that 2,800,000 Americans can_ neither 
read nor write reflects an appalling 
condition. And even more so is the 
bureau's estimate that more than 
&,000,009 cannot read well enough to 
obtain a clear understanding of what 
is going on in the world. However, an 
analysis of the figures reveals phenom- 
enal progress is being made toward the 
goal of complete elimination of illiteracy 
in the United States. The current illiter- 
acy rate of 2.7 per cent, for example, 
compares with a 6.5 rate in 1920 and a 
20 per cent rate back in 1870. 

The illiteracy may be improving, but 
ignorance of the word of God is appalling 
and is increasing. .
